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This bill provides that a separate permit is not required for a private truck wash operated as part of a 

livestock farm, or animal feedlot.  A qualifying truck wash would be used only by the feedlot operator 

for washing trucks used to operate the feedlot or to transport livestock and supplies to and from the 

feedlot.  Feedlot permits are issued by the Minnesota Pollution Control Agency or, for certain state 

permits, by delegated counties.
